Preemptory challenges today removed 
three of the 12 tentatively seated jurors 
in the trial of eight former Ohio 
National Guardsmen indicted in the 
1970 Kent State University shootings, 
but two were replaced quickly. 
A challenge by the defense led to 
dismissal of Ralph L. Rumsey of Avon 
Lake, an air traffic controller at 
Oberlin. 
Government 
challenges 
brought dismissal of Jessie McQuire of 
Grafton, a butcher and parttime far­ 
mer, and Paul Bechtel of Bucyrus, a 
county worker there. 
Tentatively seated were Thomas 
Hallauer of Elyria, a heating plant 
engineer at nearby Oberlin College, 
and Christine Stroup, a housewife in the 
Akron suburb of Mogadore. 
One of the jurors called as a possible 


replacement from the original pool of 
125 was dismissed by U.S. District 
Judge Frank J. Battisti when she an­ 
swered negatively to his question as to 
whether she considered the defendants 
innocent until proven quilty. 


The government has six of the 
challenges by which a prospective 
juror may be rejected without the 
challenging attorney giving a reason.

White House counsel John W. Dean III 
testified at the Watergate cover-up 
trial today that in 1972 and 1973 he 
made personal use of $4,850 withdrawn 
from a $350,000 secret White House 
fund. 
The admission was drawn out in 
cross-examination by defense lawyer 
John J. Wilson in an apparent effort to 
discredit Dean’s character before the 
eyes of the jury. 
In two days of cross-examination, 
Wilson has yet to attack the substance 
of Dean’s narration of how he partici­ 
pated for nine months in covering up 
the Watergate scandals. 
Defense 
lawyers 
acknowledge 
privately that six White House tapes 
heard by the jury so far make it dif­ 
ficult to dent the testimony given by 
Dean during five days on the witness 
stand under prosecution questioning. 
Dean testified in detail before the 
Senate Watergate committee about his 
personal use of money from the White 
House fund. Its significance in the trial 
is how it affects the jury’s opinion of his 
character and honesty. 
Under cross-examination today, 
Dean testified that $15,200 in cash was 
delivered to his office by White House 
aide Gordon Strachan. 
Dean told the jury that on Oct. 12, 
1972, the eve of his honeymoon, he took 
out $4,850, part of which was spent on

“ For a period of six months you used 
money that didn’t belong to you, didn’t 
you?”

The former White House counsel 
acknowledged that although he placed 
a $4,850 check written to cash in his 


office safe with the balance of the 
funds, there was not an adequate 
balance in his checking account to 
cover that amount. 
Dean said, however, that he had 
other personal funds, including a stock 
brokerage account totaling $80,000 at 
one point, which he was prepared to use 
to account for the $4,850. 
Dean said that in April 1973, he in­ 
formed his lawyer about the $4,850 and 
the more than $10,000 remaining in the 
cash originally placed in his White 
House safe.

U.S. Rep. Thomas Luken, D-Ohio, 
demanded that top former Nixon of­ 
ficials leave the Ford Administration, 
and his Republican opponent Willis D. 
Gradison Jr. charged that Lukens’s 
voting had supported inflationary 
measures. 
Luken, following a 
debate 
with 
Gradison Tuesday at the University of 
Cincinnati, called for the firings of U.S. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz, Post­ 
master General 
E . 
T. 
Klassen, 
Treasury Secretary William Simon and 
Federal Energy Administration chief 
John Sawhill. 
The call continued his debate theme, 
“ while Nixon’s gone, his politics go 
on.” 
Gradison hit Luken’s proposals to cut 
military spending and added that while 
he was for cutting government spen­ 
ding, “ where I am talking about mil­ 
lions, Mr. Luken is talking about 
billions. 
“ I want to know where the cuts are 
coming so I am sure that they will not 
hurt the security of the country.” 


“ We have Nixon advisors still doing 
the same thing they were doing when 
Nixon was in office,” said Luken, 
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referring to the new Soviet wheat sales. 
“ I think Mr. Butz should be fired. 
“ I am in favor of selling our sur­ 
pluses. But not until we get prices down 
at home.” 
Luken, the third Democrat to be 
elected in the heavily 
Republican 
district this century, is seeking re­ 
election to a full term. He is opposed by 
Gradison, the Republican he defeated 
in a special election last spring. Both 
are former Cincinnati mayors. 
“ The first thing we had to do was get 
rid of Mr. Nixon,” Luken said in the 
debate. “ I think we performed that 
with great honor. 
“ I think that this country has needed 
a 
restraining 
hand, 
and 
I 
think 
Congress has provided it.” 
In Hamilton, Democratic candidate 
for the U.S. Senate John Glenn, said he 
believes his background in the physical 
sciences and in technology in the U.S. 
space program will enable him to make 
a unique contribution if he is elected. 
Glenn is opposed by Republican

Ralph Perk, the Mayor of Cleveland. 
Glenn said there is currently no 
senator who has any background in 
those fields. 
In Clermont County, form er Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes told a Republican 
gathering that his Dem ocratic op­ 
ponent Gov. John J. Gilligan had 
com pleted only a sm all portion of the 
Appalachian highway. 
Rhodes chided Gilligan for all but 
stopping a program begun in 1970 to 
a ttra c t industry to the county just east 
of Cincinnati. 
Rhodes said he did not attend the 
dinner for President Gerald R. Ford in 
Cleveland Tuesday night because of his 
previous com m itm ent to the COP in 
Clerm ont County. 
The county was one of the first to 
endorse Rhodes and raised $41,000 for 
his cam paign, Rhodes said. 
M ayor Perk, the Republican can ­ 
didate for U.S. Senate, repeated his 
concern for the third day in a row that 
D em ocratic opponent Glenn tried to 
cover up a bad check allegation against 
a form er Glenn cam paign worker. 


“ I 
will 
not 
allow this 
potential 
scandal to be covered up or delayed 
until after election day,” Perk wrote to 
Glenn in a letter questioning Glenn on 
the subject. “The voters of Ohio de­ 
m and this m ess be cleared up this 
w eek.” 


Authorities have issued w arrants for 
L ouis Q uintero, a fo rm er 
Glenn 
cam paign volunteer who was to open 
offices in the Spanish-speaking sections 
of Youngstown, Cleveland and Toledo. 
The w arrants contend Quintero wrote 
bad checks totaling $65,000 allegedly 
for repaym ent of loans he obtained in 
G lenn’s nam e. 


G lenn’s cam paign m anager, Stephen 
J. Kovacik Jr., responded to P erk ’s 
letter quoting portions of an editorial in 
the Cleveland Press on Tuesday: 


“ It is perhaps natural that ...Perk 
would hop on this issue, especially 
since the Perk cam paign is sagging 
badly (according to all the polls.) 


“ We hope Perk doesn’t try to ride this 
side issue all the way to election day. 
This election is going to be decided on 
the issues and on the voters’ perception 
of the candidates’ qualities ...And Perk 
should know better than to imply that it 
changes Glenn’s record for integrity.” 


Both candidates are invited to appear 
at a journalism society m eeting for a 
debate tonight in Columbus.

Kissinger opens 
talks in Moscow 
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MOSCOW (AP) — Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger arrives in Moscow 
today for another attem pt to move the 
Soviet and U.S. governm ents toward an 
agreem ent to curtail the nuclear arm s 
race. But W estern observers doubt any 
dram atic breakthrough is likely. 
Kissinger is believed to have sent the 
Kremlin new proposals to get the 
strategic arm s lim itation talks (SALT) 
moving again, including a schedule of 
suggested limits on the production of 
offensive missiles. 
Soviet Communist party chief Leonid 
I. Brezhnev has given no indication 
what his response might be. But the 
prospect, in the view of Western ob­ 
se rv e rs, 
is 
for 
m ore 
difficult 
bargaining in the second round of SALT 
talks, which opened in Geneva last 
month and then recessed to await the 
outcome of K issinger’s third visit to 
Moscow this year. 
Also on ’the Am erican secretary ’s 
agenda are the future of Arab-Israeli 
peace negotiations and the possibility 
of a get-acquainted m eeting between 
Brezhnev and President Ford during 
Ford’s visit to the F ar E ast next month. 
In the first round of SALT ne­ 
gotiations in 1972, the United States and 
the Soviet Union agreed on a per­ 
m anent lim itation of defensive missile 
system s, known as ABMs. But lim its on 


offensive nuclear arm s were only 
agreed on through 1977. 
The two governm ents have agreed in 
principle that this pact should be 
renegotiated to extend its life through 
1985. During his visit last M arch, 
Kissinger tried to achieve a “con­ 
ceptual breakthrough” but failed, and 
at their m eeting last sum m er Brezhnev 
and form er President 
Richard 
M. 
Nixon could only agree that a new 
agreem ent should be “completed at the 
earliest possible d ate.” 
Meanwhile, the Russians are pushing 
ahead with nuclear missile develop­ 
m ent in an attem pt to m atch the 
A m erican 
technology 
w hich 
has 
produced the multiple-headed m issiles 
known as MIRVs. A new round of 
Soviet m issile tests has begun in the 
Pacific.

Say existing law 
would aid housing 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio is 
not making much use of an existing law 
that could help the sta te ’s floundering 
housing co n stru ctio n 
in d u stry , a 
special governor’s com m ittee has de­ 
cided. 
The com m ittee included in a report to 
Gov. 
John 
J. 
Gilligan 
a 
recom ­ 
m endation that wider use should be 
m ade of the 1973 “ im pacted cities” bill. 
The bill allows local governm ents to 
freeze property taxes for construction 
and im provem ents in blighted areas as 
an incentive for housing 
im prove­ 
ments. 
“ Almost no use has been m ade of this 
law which has been in effect alm ost a 
year now. We are always asking for 
laws, and then we don’t use them ,” said 
Al R atner of Cleveland, president of 
Forest City E nterprises, Inc. and a 
m em ber of the 23-member com m ittee 
nam ed late last month by Gilligan. 
At its second m eeting in three weeks, 
the com m ittee of construction, lending 
institution and labor union represen­ 
tatives recom m ended a series of ac­ 
tio n s—som e 
th a t 
could 
be 
a c ­ 
complished by executive action and 
others by the legislature. 
The panel repeated its earlier call for 
the legislature to reconvene next month 
to com plete action on a House-passed 
bill to create a housing finance agency. 
The agency would be empowered to 
issue bonds and guarantee loans for 
housing for low and m oderate income 
fam ilies. 


Gilligan was urged by the com m ittee 
to nam e a m ore specialized panel to 
stu d y fed eral and sta te housing 
regulations. 
In for a particularly close look would 
be fed e ra l and sta te re g u latio n s 
covering interest rates that m ay be 
charged by financial institutions. 
The com m ittee suggested that the 
new com m ittee also should study ways 
of increasing the flow of money into 
Ohio’s m ortgage m arket. 
One possible source, it said, could be 
the state pension funds which already 
m ake multi-million dollar investm ents 
in 
num erous 
types of bonds 
and 
securities. 


Another recom m endation called for 
the existing Housing and Development 
Board to 
“gear 
up” 
for 
possible 
passage of the pending bill by studying 
sta ff needs, seeing w hat sim ila r 
agencies in other states have done, and 
considering the adoption of rules and 
regulations. 


The governor’s com m ittee decided 
against recom m ending action at this 
tim e to repeal or change state usury 
laws. The laws set a lim it of 8 per cent 
on most housing loans, except those 
that exceed $100,000. 


Jam es I. Huston, com m ittee m em ber 
who headed an earlier governor’s task 
force on housing, said it was felt the 
usury laws are “ too complex and con­ 
tro v e rs ia l” and could jeo p ard ize 
passage of the pending m easure.

Authorities sources said the five 
men w ere taken to the sm all island of 
Kea, about 60 m iles southeast of 
Athens. 
T he g o v e rn m e n t’s an n o u n cem en t 
said Papadopoulos and the other four 
“ u n d erto o k c o n sp ira to ria l a c tiv ity , 
creating anxiety and the conditions 
conducive to the disturbance of public 
peace and order,” at the tim e of up­ 
coming parliam entary elections. 
The elections — G reece’s first in 
m ore than IO years — have been

Having briefly discussed planning

mendations of the governor’s Local

which would elim inate local officials as 
elective officials, and the 
general 
concept of regional governm ent, let us 
devote the next two letters to our 
reappraisal and how our tax base 
stands to be affected. 
We’re all 
well 
aw are 
that 
the 
sexennial reappraisal of agricultural 
land, in d u stria l, co m m ercial and 
residential real property is now under 
way — to be completed in 1976. This will 
result in an increase in our taxes, just 
how much we’ll not know until January 
1977 when we get our tax notices based 
on the 1976 duplicate. 
This tim e w e’ll be assessed on the 
basis of 35 per cent of “current m arket 
value” instead of being based on 
“appraised value” as in the past. What 
effect do you suppose land selling 
anywhere from $1,000 to $1,500 per acre 
will have on the current m arket value 
of your farm ? 
Rem em ber this also: counties having 
reappraisals under the new 35 per cent 
requirem ent must update valuations 
each year so that the 35 per cent level is 
m aintained. Heretofore we have had 
reappraisals only every six years. 
So, if real property values continue to 
rise, your duplicate will also rise 
because, by law, the 35 per cent level 
must be m aintained. 
There are now' provisions in the law 
which make it m andatory for the local 
taxing officials to scale dow n any voted 
millage in the sam e ratio as the in­ 
crease in evaluation. This provision 
does not apply to m andated or unvoted 
millage. So, your taxes will rise. The 
only question is now much? 
The answer is we don’t know yet, but 
here is the experience of a few counties 
who completed their sexennial reap­ 
praisal in 1972 and an annual update of 
valuations in 1973. The first figure is the 
increase as the result of the sexennial 
reappraisal of agricultural land in 1972 
and the second is the increase as the 
result of the updating of valuations in 
1973, both figures are percentage in­ 
crease : 
Athens 107.6, 10.4; Summit 81.8, 10.8; 
Ashland 68.8, 14.3; 
Knox 53.4 (not 
available); Clermont 45.2, 31.7; Noble 
39.5, 14.1; Ashtabula 39.3, 10.9; Madison 
34.0, 13.0. These eight counties have 
experienced the sam e thing Fayette 
County is now experiencing. 
It seems that it would be prudent to 
exercise vigilance and serious thought 
in the m atter of taxes. 
Next time I will give you some 
discussion regarding efforts to strip us, 
the bearers of the tax burden, of the 
protective clauses in the law

Speed limit enforcement

Many of the nation’s governors and 
m ayors say there’s little they can do 
about President F ord’s request 
to 
enforce the nationwide 55 m p h. speed 
limit except praise it as a good idea. 
The governors and m ayors, m any of 
whom got telegram s a week ago from 
Ford asking for stricter speed limit 
enforcem ent, say their states are a l­ 
ready doing everything possible given 
the manpower available. 
Many officials, including state and 
local police, say the basic problem s are 
that the public is not convinced that 
energy conservation will help cut in­ 
flation and there are too m any speeders 
for the police to handle, a nationwide 
Associated Press survey shows. 
The survey also showed that: 
—With minor exceptions, the nation’s 
governors and m ayors plan no special 
actions on speed limit enforcem ent be­ 
cause of F o rd ’s telegram . 
—Many states have upped m anpower 
to m onitor speeding violations since 
last winter and speeding tickets are up 
considerably in m any states. Nearly all 
officials say there is no way to further 
in crease 
p a tro ls, 
d esp ite 
F o rd ’s 
request. 
—Some states treat drivers speeding 
over the national limit but under the old 
state limit less severely than those ex­ 
ceeding the old limits. 
—Many states do not stop drivers 
traveling above 55 m p h. until they 
approach a set speed — say, 62 m .p.h. 
—In scattered areas, judges are 
dismissing 
charges 
against 
people 


caught speeding over 55 m.p.h but 
under old lim its; police in some areas 
give w arnings instead of tickets to such 
speeders. 
“South Dakota enforces its speed 
laws, and will continue to do so,” said 
Gov. Richard Kniep, who plans no 
changes 
in sta te 
pro ced u res 
on 
speeding. “The basic problem with en­ 
forcement is that once a sizeable 
percentage of the population begins to 
ignore the speed limit, or any law, it is 
hard to control. 
“As a practical m atter, if everyone 
on the highway is traveling 60 m iles per 
hour, a patrolm en can hardly stop them 
all and 
can hardly 
be expected to 
selectively choose which ones to pick.” 
“ My total reaction to Mr. F ord’s 
proposal is that he’s trying to organize 
a high school cheerleading team ,” said 
St. 
Paul, 
Minn., 
Mayor Lawrence 
Cohen. He called F ord’s suggestions 
“ buck-passing.” 
Rhode Island Gov. Philip W. Noel 
was one of the few officials who said he 
planned to increase the 
num ber of 
troopers on the road He also said he 
would 
ask 
the 
state 
police su­ 
perintendent to meet with local police 
to advise them of Ford’s telegram .

NEW YORK (AP) - Back in 1947, TV 
cameras were allowed in the House 
chamber to cover the 80th Congress’ 
opening session. Neither House has 
allowed live, from-the-chamber cov­ 
erage of its regular sessions since then. 
But this may be changing soon. 
The Joint 
Com m ittee 
on 
Con­ 
gressional Operations this month 
issued a report recommending that live 
radio-TV coverage of regular sessions 
of both House and Senate be allowed on 
a one-year trial basis in 1975. 
It notes that while presidents have 
become increasingly sophisticated in 
the use of radio and TV, Congress “has 
followed 
an 
approach 
to 
commu­ 
nications that is essentially passive and 
in some instances restrictive.” 
And it contends that “Congress must 
now actively seek ways to reach and 
inform more people through the mass 
media.’’ It suggests that Congress 
should try to correct the imbalance of 
influence created by the ready access 
of presidents to national radio and tele­ 
vision. 
To get the ball rolling, the report 
recommends that the broadcast test 
start as soon as possible after the 
opening of the 94th Congress next year. 
It recommends that TV coverage be 
kept closed-circuit for 60 days and 
radio coverage for 30 days to iron out 
whatever technical problems arise. 
After that, it says, video and audio 
feeds of the floor sessions of both 
Houses can be made available free to 
commercial and public broadcasters, 
for use live or on videotape in news or 
public affairs programs. 
It suggests 
that the committees 
supervising the test subsequently 
recommend to the Congress whether 
the system should be made permanent 
prior to the start of the nation’s 
bicentennial. 
It doesn’t say who might run the 
radio operation, although a committee 
spokesman says it probably would be 
the National Public Radio system. 
The report, which has yet to be acted 
on by congressional leaders, suggests 
they consider “inviting” the Public 
Broadcasting Service to submit pro­ 


posals for setting up and operating the 
TV system, at least during the test. 
No invitation has come yet, ac­ 
cording to Hartford Gunn Jr., head of 
PBS. He said the question of what his 
organization will do when and if it gets 
the invitation will be discussed by PBS’ 
executive committee when it meets 
Thursday and Friday in Muncie, Ind. 
He said PBS, while honored by being 
considered for the invitation, hasn’t 
taken any position yet on whether it’d 
like to run Congress’ TV eye. 
There’s a big question, he said, of 
who’d foot the bill and “I’m sure it 
can’t be funded out of existing public 
television resources, because we’ve 
already got them stretched pretty thin. 
“So my guess is that the money 
would either have to come 
from 
Congress itself or from outside foun­ 
dations and contributions.”

DETROIT (AP) — Chrysler Corp. 
has reported a thirdquarter profit of 
$11.2 million in U.S. and Canadian 
operations and increased sales revenue 
worldwide. But the firm wound up 
losing $8 million 
for the quarter 
because of overseas losses. 


The North American profits were 
offset by losses totaling $19.2 million 
overseas, Chrysler said. 


The figures announced Tuesday show 
Chrysler still in the black for the year 
so far. The nine-month earnings are 
$21.4 million, an 88 per cent decline 
from $181 rnillion a year ago, and a per- 
share drop from $3.42 to 38 cents. 


It was only the second quarter in 3*6 
years that the nation’s third largest 


auto maker reported a loss. General 
Motors and Ford Motor Co. plan to re­ 
port their third-quarter results next 
week. 
The loss cam e despite record 
revenues for the period. Sales totaled 
$2.8 billion, up from $2.3 billion for the 
third quarter of 1973. 


Trading of the firm's stock was 
temporarily halted on the New York 
Stock Exchange Tuesday. It closed at 
IO3/*, a low for the year. 


Chrysler Chairman Lynn Townsend 
said the firm has been unable to 
recover $249 in material and labor costs 
added for each car since January 1972 
despite price increases averaging 
about $1,000 since 1974 models came out 
a little more than a year ago.

City police investigate 
696 September incidents 


City police during September made 
51 criminal arrests, 69 traffic arrests 
and investigated 696 incidents, ac­ 
cording to the monthly report prepared 
by 
Washington 
C H 
Police Chief 
Rodman Scott. 
Of the 696 incidents the most common 
were accidents, 79; aided persons and 
disturbances, 55 each; suspicious 
persons and cars, 50; miscellaneous 
calls and larcenies, 46 each. 
During the month the department 
arrested 13 persons for disorderly 
conduct, ll for petty theft, six for 
assault, five for intoxication and two 
apiece in the categories of check fraud, 
breaking and entering and illegal 
possession of drugs. 
The 51 criminal arrests for Sep­ 
tember 1974, is a decrease from the 67 
arrests for the same period in 1973. 
Speeding topped the list of traffic 
offenses during the month with 16 
arrested offenders. Driving under the 
influence and failure to obey traffic 
devices resulted in six arrested of­ 
fenders each, failure to yield right of 
way and driving while under the in­ 


fluence of alcohol or other drugs of 
abuse, five each; reckless operation, 
seven; and two persons were arrested 
in each of the following categories, 
driving under license suspension, 
excessive 
noise, improper passing, 
im proper registration, insufficient 
brakes or lights, driving left of center, 
parking violation and unsafe bumper 
height.

Coleman addresses 
local Rotations

“Baseball is a great game of second- 
guessing,” remarked Cordy Coleman, 
a former first baseman with the Cin­ 
cinnati 
Reds. 
Coleman, 
who 
is 
presently head of the Reds’ speakers’ 
bureau, was the guest speaker at the 
Rotary luncheon, Tuesday afternoon. 
After 
coming 
up through 
the 
Cleveland baseball system, Coleman 
joined the Reds in 1959 and played 
through the 1967 season. He was a 
member of the 1961 National League 
pennant winners. 
"The game of baseball is changing 
and we found out when we moved to 
Riverfront Stadium that a good team 
requires pitching, speed and defense,” 
Coleman said. “While in Crosley Field, 
we were looking for the home run hitter 
because of the short fences. However, 
the move to Riverfront changed our 
philosophy.” 
“The new artificial surfaces have 
helped 
the 
fielders,” 
rem arked 
Coleman, who was noted more for the 
long ball than for his field ability. "Now 
the ball takes a truer bounce. It (the 
field) makes bad fielders average and 
good fielders better.” 
Coleman also noted that pitching 
staffs have 
taken a considerable 
change in the major leagues. Each 
member 
of the 
pitching 
staff 
is 
assigned to do special things and 
starting pitchers are not expected to 
more than five or six innings. 
“Guys who pitch more are the ones 
who have come up with those freak 
pitches, such as the screwball, forkball 
and knuckleball,” related the former 
first baseman. “The guys with fast 
balls, such as Clay Carroll can not 
come out of the bullpen every day and 
reach back for that particular pitch.” 
Much of the second-guessing in 
baseball involves defensive changes. 
Many teams, such as the Reds, try to 
pull some of their strong hitters and 
insert defensive players to protect the 
lead in the later innings. 
Coleman also expressed his views on 
international expansion 
and 
the 
designated hitter in the National 
League. He could forsee neither one in 
the immediate future. 
Coleman said the dollar differences 
between the countries involved would 
be a problem. Several of the box seats 
in other countries would sell for one 
dollar or less. 
As far as the designated hitter is 
concerned, he pointed out that the 
American League was using it to draw 
attendance because clubs lagged so far 
behind the National League. With a 
player just in the lineup to hit, Coleman 
said the people are not seeing the 
complete athlete. 
Turning to the Reds, Coleman spent a 
great deal of his time talking about last 
season’s disappointing second place 
finish and what the future holds for 
Cincinnati. Some changes are already 
being planned by President Bob 
Howsam. 


“We do not really need that much,” 
Coleman noted. “The need of a third 
baseman and more pitching seem to be 
high on our list.” 
“Good pitching is always tough to 
find,” he cited. “Gary Nolan, who is 
recovering from arm trouble and 
presently pitching in the Florida 
Instructional League, remains an open 
book. Right now, he is not having any 
troubles pitching in Florida. We also 
have some fine young pitching talent in 
the system.” 
Coleman said he doubted if first 
basem an Tony 
Perez would 
be 
traded. Should the trade occur, 
catcher Johnny Bench would probably 
lead the league in intentional walks, 
since pitchers would try to pitch around 
him. With Perez in the lineup, opposing 
pitchers can not afford to pitch around 
Bench. 
“ Last season, we left a lot of runners 
on base,” added Coleman. “It seems as 
though we left most of our runners on 
base against Los Angeles.” 
“The Dodgers executed well during 
the season, but they fell flat during the 
World Series,” he said. “Their defense 
was not the best in the league and they 
got beat a couple of series’ games 
because of it. Two of the most crucial 
plays in the series were when Bill 
Buckner led off the inning with a double 
and was thrown out trying to stretch it 
into a triple; and Mike Marshall giving 
up the homer to Joe Rudi after he failed 
to take any warm-up pitches.” 
“Oakland has an outstanding pit­ 
ching staff,” he added. Jim Hunter and 
Ken Holtzman are exceptional and 
Rollie Fingers is great coming out in 
relief.” 
“Hitters make their living hitting 
the pitcher’s mistakes. When a pitcher 
is throwing strong, he usually makes 
one mistake to a batter's every four 
trips to the plate. A good hitter will take 
advantage of that one mistake, while a 
mediocre hitter can not.”

more white-collar crimes than ever in 
support of a Justice Department crack­ 
down on corruption in corporate 
boardrooms and public offices. 
“I think everybody has the push on 
and it’s high time,” said a Southern 
prosecutor whose comments were 
echoed by a score of other U.S. attor­ 
neys interviewed about the de­ 
partment’s recent emphasis on in­ 
vestigating fraud, embezzlement, 
political kickbacks and similar crimes. 
Several asked not to be identified by 
name. 
The prosecutors said they’re anxious 
for the drive to continue although the 
complex and time-consuming in­ 
vestigations strain their limited 
manpower. And some are upset with 
what they consider light treatment of 
white-collar criminals by judges and 
juries. 
The U.S. attorneys are pressing 
Congress and the Ford administration 
for more money to hire more lawyers 
for those investigations and other 
duties in civil and criminal cases.

ROCKMART, Ga. (AP) - A work 
train backed into a loaded school bus at 
a crossing today, killing at least seven 
children, authorities reported.

The prosecutors were unanimous in 
appealing for more money to hire more 
lawyers to handle investigations of 
whitecollar crime. 


‘‘We can’t possibly prosecute every 
crime committed, but right now the 
emphasis is on white-collar crime,” 
said one U.S. attorney. “I’m finding an 
increasing determination to defer to 
local prosecutors on a number of cases 
so we can go into the white-collar 
cases.” 
Despite the department emphasis, 
some prosecutors are upset that judges 
continue to treat white-collar criminals 
leniently. 
“We spend $100,000 of the taxpayers’ 
money to build a case and then the guy 
gets concurrent sentences of three 
months in prison. I’m not happy with 
that,” complained one prosecutor.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P )- Military 
deserters processed under President 
Ford’s clemency offer could quit the 
public service jobs they agree to work 
and would likely face no criminal ac­ 
tion, a m ilitary spokesman said 
Tuesday. 
U.S. Marine Corps Lt. Dale Baird, 
public affairs officer for the President, 
said the only thing binding a deserter to 
the alternate service is "his word of 
good faith.”

Carl Whitaker, administrator at the 
school for the last three years, spoke on 
the need to approve the 65-mill levy, 
being proposed for additional operating 
costs.

Under the 
planned adult program, m entally 
handicapped adults would be paid a 
certain amount of money to do a menial 
job such as running paper through a 
shredder, or as Whitaker said — “ all 
kinds of jobs industry does not want to 
fool with.” The program would find the 
adults a job they could do while 
providing them with self-satisfaction at 
the same time, he added. 
“ There are possibly 20-30 young 
adults at home in the county not doing 
anything right now,” Whitaker said, 
stating the amount was based on a 
survey conducted last year. 
Now, the fate of the progressive 
school and the adult program rests with 
voters in the upcoming November 
election.

A gin g to become major problem 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — “ Aging, 
that is growing old, is a problem in our 
society,’’ an Ohio State University 
professor of psychology said Tuesday. 
By the year 2000, one person out of six 
in the United States in the group of 
“ older American” said Dr. Dorthy W. 
Jackson. 
More people are living longer, Dr. 
Jackson said. As a result, the lives of 
the aged living now are different that 
those of the past century. The aged and 
their families must be taught to cope 
with the resulting differences and 
problems, she added. 
The most significant change is in the 
marriage relationship, Dr. Jackson 
said. Couples now spend more years 
together without children and must 
learn to re-establish a husband-wife 
relationship. 
Old folks must learn to cope with the 
physical changes of aging, the changes 


in role from parent to grandparent, the 
feeling of a loss of personal power and 
identity, the fear of loneliness following 
loss of a mate, the changing world and 
lifestyles around them, and the fear of 
senility and the fear of dying, Dr. 
Jackson said. 
Society 
can 
cope 
with 
these 
problems, Dr. Jackson said, but only 
individual personal awareness will 
change the negative attitudes and 
myths about the over-65 generation and 
the process of growing old. 
Speaking to a group of women at­ 
tending the Fourth Annual Women’s 
Day at Ohio State University’s Fawcett 
Center For Tomorrow, Dr. Jackson 
asked each of them to think about their 
attitudes towards their aged parents or 
grandparents. 
Dr. Jackson said most Americans 
picture old folks as sickly, accident- 
prone and unable to live on their own. 


She said this negative picture serves as 
a self-fulfilling prophecy in too many 
cases. 
Conversely, many Americans revere 
the “ golden age myth” which says the 
“ best is yet to be” late in life, Dr. 
Jackson said. 


In reality, neither picture is true, Dr 
Jackson stressed. Americans musl 
establish a realistic picture of being old 
and realize that there are more options 
available to the aged and their families 
than those defined by tradition and pasl 
relations.

Ohio Democrats hoping for big turnout

COLUMBUS, Ohio < A P) - If they get 
big turnouts in traditionally strong 
Democratic areas, party strategists 
believe 1974 will be a big year for 
Democrats in Ohio. 
“ Our whole thing is to identify our 
strength and deliver that strength on 
election day,*’ said Eugene “ Pete” 
O’Grady, campaign manager for Gov, 
John J Gilligan. 
The major Democratic strongholds 
are not difficult to identify They are 
the highly-unionized, northern in ­ 
dustrial areas — Toledo in the north­ 
west and most of the northeastern 
corner of the state. 
The Democratic strategy is simple — 
bring out the voters in droves in these 
districts and work hard to win votes in 
what they consider to be safe inde­ 
pendent areas. 
But, getting out the vote may prove a 
formidable task in a year marked by 
widespread voter disillusionment and 
apathy. Some political analysts think 
the Watergate scandal will hurt both 
parties, with large numbers of voters 
staying home Nov. 5. 
Even with a national hero as an 
overwhelming favorite in the U.S. 
Senate race and with an incumbent 
governor, Democratic 
insiders 
are 
hesitant to predict any landslide 
Not 
so

former 
Democratic state chairman. Sitting in 
his cluttered campaign office in 
downtown Columbus, O’Grady said 
flatly: ‘T U predict that the Democratic 
ticket will be elected from top to bot­ 
tom.” 
That will take some doing, most 
observers figure. 
Even assuming 
victories for all 
Democratic incumbents, state Rep 
Richard Celeste has a tough fight with 
incumbent Ll. Gov. John W. Brown and 
state Sen. Tony P. Hall appears to be a 
decided underdog against Secretary of 
State Ted W Brown.

Food jumps 
in price 


across Ohio

Food 
prices 
jumped 2 per cent in Cleveland during 
September and 1.3 per cent in Cin­ 
cinnati, the U.S. Bureau of Labor Sta­ 
tistics has reported. 
The bureau said the food price index 
hit 165.9 in Cleveland and 167.2 in 
Cincinnati. That means that $100 worth 
of food bought in 1967, the base period, 
now would cost $165.90 in Cleveland and 
$167.20 in Cincinnati. 
Increases for the year were 11.3 per 
cent in Cincinnati and 10.5 per cent in 
Cleveland. 
The bureau said dairy products were 
the only foods showing a price decline 
during the month, dropping 0.2 per cent 
in Cincinnati and 0.7 per cent in 
Cleveland. But even with the drops, the 
bureau said, dairy product prices in 
Cinc innati were 19.2 per cent above a 
year ago and were 16.6 per cent above 
the price last year in Cleveland. 
Meat, poultry and fish prices showed 
an increase from a month ago, but a 
drop from a year ago, the bureau said. 
Cleveland showed a 3.4 per cent in- 
< cease last month, but a 11.8 per cent 
drop from last year, while Cincinnati 
showed a 2.1 per cent increase during 
the* month but a 8.5 per cent drop from 
prices a year ago. 
Cincinnati and Cleveland were the 
only two Ohio cities for which figures 
were available.

better in his home town of Cincinnati 
after losing Hamilton County in 1970 
and claims there is a “ surprising in­ 
terest in Democrats this year in tradi- 
tionally Republican small counties. 
“Within the 
last 
three weeks, 
everything has 
come together,” 
O’Grady said in mid-October. 
Gilligan's 53 per cent plus victory in 
1970 over former state Auditor Roger 
Cloud pinpointed the Democratic 
strongholds. Gilligan captured only 34 
counties to Cloud’s 54, but he piled up 


big margins in densely populated areas 
like Lucas, Cuyahoga, Summit and 
Mahoning counties, reflecting an edge 
for Democrats in registered voters in 
the state. 
Gilligan defeated Goud in all of the 
counties in the northeastern corner and 
did well along Ohio’s eastern border in 
Columbiana and Jefferson and on 
southward to Belmont and Monroe 
counties. 
Then, there is little Pike County 
surrounded by generally GOP areas in 


south-central Ohio. Pike gave Gilligan 
a 1,163-vote margin out of fewer than 
1,700 votes cast in 1970. Party officials 
point out the county has been voting 
Democratic since Civil War days. 
Democratic strength in the state was 
badly 
shaken 
by 
Sen. 
George 
McGovern’s ill-fated 1972 presidential 
campaign. 
Only Lucas and Athens counties gave 
McGovern the edge, the latter due 
largely to the student vote at Ohio 
University. Even Youngstown, rock- 


ribbed Democratic country, went for 
former President Nixon by 1,700 votes. 
Democratic campaign officials do 
not appear worried that Gilligan will 
lose any traditionally-safe areas this 
year. The governor’s people have not 
had the problems that McGovern’s 
staff had in working with local party 
officials.

statewide ticket. Although Democratic 
factionalism has contributed to two 


election victories for GOP 
Mayor

There is no apparent complacency in 
the Democratic camp, due in part to 
fears over a low turnout and published 
reports that Rhodes is gaining ground.

Top offensive, defensive units to clash

Mossbarger and Jeff Smithson has also 
helped open up the attack. 


Sagar and Riley have been the main 
thrusts in the P anthers’ offense 
throughout the season. Sagar has now 
collected 737 yards in 117 carries for a 
6.3 average per carry and he has also 
scored 74 points. On the ground Riley 
has picked up 409 yards in 88 carries; 
and through the air, he has connected 
on 32 of 60 passes for 412 yards 
In the last two games, Coe has been 
proving himself a worthy replacement 
for the damaging loss of senior Tom 
Pfaff from the lineup In the 38-13 win 
over Wilmington, Coe carried the ball 
18 limes for 75 yards and scored IO 
points. 


Both Mossbarger and Smithson have 
been coming through with some key 
pass receptions, 
which have helped 
boost Riley into the league lead in 
passing. Mossbarger caught his first 


touchdown of the season last week and 
now has

Smithson made two clutch third down 
receptions for 31 yards against the 
Hurricanes. 
"Their defense is very physical,” 
replied Zechman. "This is the only 
defense we will be facing that has a 5-3 
formation.

NEW YORK (AP) - Walter Alston, 
the Los Angeles Dodgers’ unflappable 
general, was named The Associated 
Press’ National League Manager of the 
Year today. 
The stoic Alston, who guided the 
Dodgers to the National League pen­ 
nant this season for the seventh time in 
his 21-year big league career, won in a 
rout. 
Alston outscored Danny Murtaugh, 
manager of the National League East 
champion Pittsburgh Pirates, 290 votes 
to 87. Voting by the nation’s sports 
writers and broadcasters took place 
prior to the league’s playoffs. 
Red Schoendienst, whose St. Louis 
Cardinals battled Pittsburgh down to 
the end for the East title, finished third 
in the balloting with 26 votes. 
Finishing behind the top three were, 
Danny Ozark of 
the 
Philadelphia 
Phillies with six votes; Atlanta’s Clyde 
King with three and C incinnati’s 
Sparky Anderson with two. 
Alston took a relatively young team 


to the heights this year. It was his 
tender, loving care that made cham­ 
pions out of the Dodgers. 
“I know that the players have enough 
to think about on the field, so I try not to 
give them too many problems in the 
clubhouse,” says the easy-going 
Alston. 
Known as a superb handler of men, 
Alston’s tempered personality gave the 
Dodgers quiet confidence throughout 
the tough National League West battle 
with the Cincinnati Reds. In modern 
terminology, Alston kept the Dodger 
ship “rocking steady.” 
Once asked his philosophy, the dean 
of major league managers noted; “I 
pat most everybody on the back and 
kick the rare ones that need to be kick­ 
ed.” 
Alston was born in Hamilton, Ohio, 62 
years ago and once worked as a high 
school basketball coach and science 
teacher. He entered the Dodger organ­ 
ization with their Trenton, N.J., team 
and also managed at Montreal before 


being named the Dodger field boss for 
the 1954 season. 
Alston signed a one-year contract 
that season, and uniquely has kept up 
the pattern throughout his glamorous 
career. 
“One-year contracts are a m atter of 
pride with 
m e,” Alston says. 
“ I 
wouldn’t want to work anywhere where 
I wasn’t wanted.” 
A lston’s accom plishm ents stam p 
him as one of the most successful 
m anagers of all time.

My father la heading for a 
broken hip. He is careless, he 
hurries and pays no attention to 
safety. He is 77 years old. 
I recall a column you once 
wrote on this subject Perhaps 
rereading it would impress him 
with the need for greater 
caution. 
Mrs. G.B., lad. 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
Dr. Carter Rowe, of the 
Harvard Medical School, wrote 
a pledge which, he insisted, 
should be signed by every 
elderly adult 
The pledge was based on the 
fact that fractured hips and 
fractured bones cause the 
elderly long and protracted 
months of pain and inactivity. 
In most cases, carelessness is 
the basis for the injury. As one 
grows older, bones become 
more brittle and more fragile, 
and are more easily broken by 
simple accidents and falls. 
The 
pledge: 
“I 
hereby 
promise my children and 
grandchildren to stop hurrying. 
“I will not rush to the door or 
the telephone. 
“I will pause a moment when 
I stand up. 
“I will be sure of my footing. 
“I will think before I a c t” 


Add to this pledge the good 
sense of using a skidless cane, 
especially in bad weather. 
Then attach this pledge to a 
mirror or a wall so that it can be 
read often. 
Most fractures of the hip 
occur within the questionable 
safety of the home. You can 
help your father by being sure 
that there is excellent lighting 
in the home. A night light in the 
bathroom will avoid many 
fractured hips. 
Scatter rugs are a source of 
potential danger unless they are 
anchored to the floor. 
Highly waxed kitchen and 
bathroom floors are attractive 
but hazardous. 
Stairwells are dangerous. An 
added rail along the wall is an 
excellent investment in safety. 
The toys of grandchildren, 
haphazardly scattered about 
the room, are a threat to the 
safety of visiting grandparents. 
Anticipation is the key to the 
prevention of accidents.

Secret fund use probed 
Dean's credibility 
attacked at trial 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- Former 
White House counsel John W. Dean III 
testified at the Watergate cover-up 
trial today that in 1972 and 1973 he 
made personal use of $4,850 withdrawn 
from a $350,000 secret White House 
fund. 
The admission was drawn out in 
cross-examination by defense lawyer 
John J. Wilson in an apparent effort to 
discredit Dean’s character before the 
eyes of the jury. 
In two days of cross-examination, 
Wilson has yet to attack the substance 
of Dean’s narration of how he partici­ 
pated for nine months in covering up 
the Watergate scandals. 
Defense 
lawyers 
acknowledge 
privately that six White House tapes 
heard by the jury so far make it dif­ 
ficult to dent the testimony given by 
Dean during five days on the witness 
stand under prosecution questioning. 
Dean testified in detail before the 
Senate Watergate committee about his 
personal use of money from the White 
House fund. Its significance in the trial 
is how it affects the jury’s opinion of his 
character and honesty. 
Under cross-examination today, 
Dean testified that $15,200 in cash was 
delivered to his office by White House 
aide Gordon Strachan. 
Dean told the jury that on Oct. 12, 
1972, the eve of his honeymoon, he took 
out $4,850, part of which was spent on 
the trip and part of which was used for 
Thousands

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)— William 
Horrigan, head of security for the Ohio 
lottery, says thousands of lottery 
tickets have been stolen over the past 
IO weeks, and hundreds of persons have 
won $20 prizes by presenting invalid 
tickets. 
Horrigan said Tuesday he will 
recommend to the commission the 
hiring of a security staff of IO persons to 
investigate the thefts of a total of 12,848 
tickets and the fraudulent ticket claims 
which careless agents have paid. 
Meanwhile, the lottery commission 
announced that eight persons will 
participate in the Buckeye 300 drawing 
in Lima Thursday. 
Horrigan said there have been 98 
burglaries since the first lottery tickets 
were sold Aug. 12. 
There have been about IOO cases a 
week of fraud in the claiming of lottery 
prizes, he said. 
The 
fraudulent 
claims 
were 
estimated at $14,000. 
The commission has been reim­ 
bursing agents for all the prize money 
they have paid out, Horrigan said, but 
eventually all the illegally disbursed 
prize money will have to be paid back 
to the commission. 
A commission official said there have 
been 14 instances of ticket number 
alterations. 
And James Skelly, public relations 
director, said there have been some 
instances in which ticket agents 
reported tickets stolen then tried to 
claim prizes with some of the tickets 
said to have been stolen. 
Horrigan said these cases are still 
under investigation, and no arrests 
have been made. 
Skelly warned that tickets should be 
purchased only from authorized sales 
agents. 
“If you buy a ticket from a guy on the 
corner, chances are it’s stolen, and if 
it’s stolen, it’s valueless,” he said.

Political charges traded

U.S. Rep. Thomas Luken, D-Ohio, 
demanded that top former Nixon of­ 
ficials leave the Ford Administration, 
and his Republican opponent Willis D. 
Gradison Jr. charged that Lukens’s 
voting had supported inflationary 
measures. 
Luken, following a debate with 
Gradison Tuesday at the University of 
Cincinnati, called for the firings of U.S. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz, Post­ 
m aster General E. T. 
Klassen, 
Treasury Secretary William Simon and 
Federal Energy Administration chief 
John Sawhill. 
The call continued his debate theme, 
“while Nixon’s gone, his politics go 
on.” 
Gradison hit Luken’s proposals to cut 
military spending and added that while 
he was for cutting government spen­ 
ding, “where I am talking about mil­ 
lions, Mr. Luken is talking about 
billions. 
“I want to know where the cuts are 
coming so I am sure that they will not 
hurt the security of the country.” 


“We have Nixon advisors still doing 
the same thing they were doing when 
Nixon was in office,” said Luken, 


referring to the new Soviet wheat sales 
“I think Mr. Butz should be fired. 
“I am in favor of selling our stir 
pluses. But not until we get prices dowr 
at home.” 
Luken, the third Democrat to be 
elected in the heavily Republicar 
district this century, is seeking re­ 
election to a full term. He is opposed by 
Gradison, the Republican he defeated 
in a special election last spring. Both 
are former Cincinnati mayors. 
“The first thing we had to do was get 
rid of Mr. Nixon,” Luken said in the 
debate. “I think we performed that 
with great honor. 
“I think that this country has needed 
a restraining hand, and 
I 
think 
Congress has provided it.” 
In Hamilton, Democratic candidate 
for the U.S. Senate John Glenn, said he 
believes his background in the physical 
sciences and in technology in the U.S. 
space program will enable him to make 
a unique contribution if he is elected.

Kissinger opens 
talks in Moscow 


MOSCOW (AP) — Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger arrives in Moscow 
today for another attempt to move the 
Soviet and U.S. governments toward an 
agreement to curtail the nuclear arm s 
race. But Western observers doubt any 
dramatic breakthrough is likely. 
Kissinger is believed to have sent the 
Kremlin new proposals to get the 
strategic arms limitation talks (SALT) 
moving again, including a schedule of 
suggested limits on the production of 
offensive missiles. 
Soviet Communist party chief Leonid 
I. Brezhnev has given no indication 
what his response might be. But the 
prospect, in the view of Western ob­ 
servers, 
is 
for 
m ore 
difficult 
bargaining in the second round of SALT 
talks, which opened in Geneva last 
month and then recessed to await the 
outcome of Kissinger’s third visit to 
Moscow this year. 
Also on the American secretary’s 
agenda are the future of Arab-Israeli 
peace negotiations and the possibility 
of a get-acquainted meeting between 
Brezhnev and President Ford during 
Ford’s visit to the F ar East next month. 
In the first round of SALT ne­ 
gotiations in 1972, the United States and 
the Soviet Union agreed on a per­ 
manent limitation of defensive missile 
systems, known as ABMs. But limits on 


offensive nuclear arms were only 
agreed on through 1977. 
The two governments have agreed in 
principle that this pact should be 
renegotiated to extend its life through 
1985. During his visit last March, 
Kissinger tried to achieve a “con­ 
ceptual breakthrough” but failed, and 
at their meeting last summer Brezhnev 
and former President Richard M. 
Nixon could only agree that a new 
agreement should be “completed at the 
earliest possible date.” 
Meanwhile, the Russians are pushing 
ahead with nuclear missile develop­ 
ment in an attempt to match the 
A m erican technology which 
has 
produced the multiple-headed missiles 
known as MIRVs. A new round of 
Soviet missile tests has begun in the 
Pacific.

Say existing law 
would aid housing 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio is 
not making much use of an existing law 
that could help the state’s floundering 
housing construction industry, a 
special governor’s committee has de­ 
cided. 
The committee included in a report to 
Gov. 
John 
J. 
Gilligan 
a 
recom­ 
mendation that wider use should be 
made of the 1973 “impacted cities” bill. 
The bill allows local governments to 
freeze property taxes for construction 
and improvements in blighted areas as 
an incentive for housing improve­ 
ments. 
“Almost no use has been made of this 
law which has been in effect almost a 
year now. We are always asking for 
laws, and then we don’t use them,” said 
Al Ratner of Cleveland, president of 
Forest City Enterprises, Inc. and a 
member of the 23-member committee 
named late last month by Gilligan. 
At its second meeting in three weeks, 
the committee of construction, lending 
institution and labor union represen­ 
tatives recommended a series of ac­ 
tions—some 
that 
could 
be 
ac­ 
complished by executive action and 
others by the legislature. 
The panel repeated its earlier call for 
the legislature to reconvene next month 
to complete action on a House-passed 
bill to create a housing finance agency. 
The agency would be empowered to 
issue bonds and guarantee loans for 
housing for low and moderate income 
families. 


Gilligan was urged by the committee 
to name a more specialized panel to 
study federal and state housing 
regulations. 
In for a particularly close look would 
be federal and state regulations 
covering interest rates that may be 
charged by financial institutions. 
The committee suggested that the 
new committee also should study ways 
of increasing the flow of money into 
Ohio’s mortgage market. 
One possible source, it said, could be 
the state pension funds which already 
make multi-million dollar investments 
in numerous 
types of bonds and 
securities. 
Another recommendation called for 
the existing Housing and Development 
Board to “gear up” for possible 
passage of the pending bill by studying 
staff needs, seeing what sim ilar 
agencies in other states have done, and 
considering the adoption of rules and 
regulations. 
The governor’s committee decided 
against recommending action at this 
time to repeal or change state usury 
laws. The laws set a limit of 8 per cent 
on most housing loans, except those 
that exceed $100,000. 


Jam es I. Huston, committee member 
who headed an earlier governor’s task 
force on housing, said it was felt the 
usury laws are “too complex and con­ 
tro v ersial” and could jeopardize 
passage of the pending measure. 
President attacks

Authorities have issued warrants for 
Louis Q uintero, a form er Glenn 
campaign volunteer who was to open 
offices in the Spanish-speaking sections 
of Youngstown, Cleveland and Toledo.

“ I am concerned that if we get a

Caribbean and in Latin America, the 
challenges in the Pacific—as we try to

District Judge John J. Sirica in a 
motion:

Miller said the tapes will be part of 
the court record by the time Nixon 
testifies

In Tuesday’s testimony, Wilson drew 
an admission from Dean that while the 
original W atergate burglars were

1973,

shredded two notebooks, which came 
from the White House safe of E. 
Howard Hunt Jr. 
Hunt, then among the original seven 
Watergate defendants, had compiled 
names and addresses of men who had 
helped in the 1971 break-in at the office 
of Daniel E llsb erg ’s psychiatrist, 
according to Dean’s testimony. 
The former White House counsel said 
he shredded the notebooks because he 
had known of the Ellsberg break-in 
since May or April of 1972. 
Dean said that when assistant U.S. 
attorneys began asking him about the 
Hunt notebooks, he discovered they had 
been transferred to his own office safe 
from Hunt’s White House safe shortly 
after the June 17, 1972, burglary at 
D em ocratic 
N ational 
Com m ittee 
headquarters. 
“You did not turn them over to the 
prosecutors?” Wilson asked about the 
notebooks. 
Dean. “No sir, I destroyed them.” 
Dean had said that in perusing the 
notebooks’ pages, he saw no names or 
addresses he recognized and Wilson 
asked why, then, Dean placed them in 
his office shredder. 
“I had been told there was in­ 
formation in them related to the in­ 
dividuals Mr. Hunt had used in the 
break-in 
at 
Dr. 
E llsb erg ’s 
psychiatrist’s office,” Dean replied. 
Wilson 
later 
asked, 
“Were you 
consciously making a move to cover up 
the Ellsberg burglary?” 
Dean answered that he knew Hunt 
had pleaded guilty to the later break-in 
and that former acting FBI director L. 
Patrick Gray III also had destroyed 
other contents of Hunt’s safe given him 
by another defendant, Ehrlichman. 
Dean said, “I just went along and did 
the same thing, knowing that I was 
destroying m aterial relating to another 
White House problem .” 
Wilson pressed further, asking again 
whether Dean were not covering up the 
E llsberg burglary by personally 
deciding to shred the notebooks. 
“Yes sir, I w as,” Dean said, adding, 
“I was just getting rid of something I 
didn’t know how to handle so I threw 
them in the shredder and hoped the 
problem would go aw ay.” 
Defense lawyer Wilson also elicited 
D ean’s description of persuading

attorney 
H erbert 
W. 
Kalmbach to raise funds for the 
original W atergate defendants. 
Wilson asked Dean whether, in ad­ 
dition to paying family expenses and 
lawyers’ fees, the purpose of the money 
as described to Kalmbach was to “keep 
the mouths of these people shut.” 
Dean answered, “Yes, sir.” 
On trial with E hrlichm an and 
Haldeman are former Atty. Gen. John 
N. Mitchell, Robert C. Mardian and 
Kenneth W. Parkinson. All are charged 
with conspiracy to obstruct justice; all 
but M ardian with obstruction of 
Justice; and Mitchell, Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman with various counts of ly­ 
ing to investigators.

in Greece 


ATHENS, Greece (AP) — Former 
dictator George Papadopoulos and four 
of his closest associates have been a r­ 
rested and exiled to a remote part of 
Greece-on charges of plotting to regain 
power, 
the government announced 
today. 
The 
announcem ent 
said 
those 
arrested with Papadopoulos were his 
former deputy premiers, 
Stylianos 
Patakos and Nicholas Makarezos; one 
of the hard-line ministers in his regime, 
Ioannis Ladas; and the former chief of 
the cen tral 
intelligence agency, 
Michael Roufogalis. 
Authorities sources said the five 
men were taken to the small island of 
Kea, about 60 miles southeast of 
Athens. 
The governm ent’s announcem ent 
said Papadopoulos and the other four 
“ undertook conspiratorial activity, 
creating anxiety and the conditions 
conducive to the disturbance of public 
peace and order,” at the time of up­ 
coming parliamentary elections. 
The elections — Greece’s first in 
more than IO years — have been 
scheduled for Nov 17 by the reform 
regim e 
of 
P rem ier 
C onstantine 
Caramanlis. 
The announcement also indicated 
that more charges will probably be 
filed against the five men. It said their 
confinement made it impossible for 
them to escape from Greece while the 
leaders of the military dictatorship are 
being investigated.

Muskie spoke on NBC-TV in a speech 
billed as the Democratic response to 
Ford’s address a week earlier in 
Kansas City. 
The senator called for the Federal 
Reserve Board to pump more money 
into the economy in order to make 
credit m ore easily available for 
housing and small business. And he 
demanded firm presidential pressure 
on business and labor leaders to 
depress wage and price increases. 


“ I would like to see the President 
meet regularly with business and labor 
leaders in all major sectors of the 
economy to work out guidelines for ac­ 
tion and agreements for restraint,” 
Muskie said. 
“A temporary cut in payroll (Social 
Security) taxes to help fatten pay 
envelopes should be a central part of a 
trade-off to help m oderate wage 
demands. 
“But let us be clear that if vigorous, 
voluntary wage-and price-control ef­ 
forts fail, mandatory action must be 
taken.” 
The thrust of Muskie’s speech was 
much the same as one last week in 
which Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield recommended a stronger 
governmental role against inflation 
and recession. Mansfield’s rem arks 
were in response to Ford’s message 
spelling out his economic proposals, 
whose centerpiece was a 5 per cent sur­ 
tax on m iddle-and upper-incom e 
Americans and on corporations.

Noelle-Neumann, professor at the 
University of Mainz, has the reputation 
of being the best pollster in West 
Germany. She brought some gloomy 
figures to an international conference 
on European affairs held here at the 
University of South Carolina under 
joint German and American auspices. 
For 20 years, at various intervals, West 
Germans have been asked the question, 
‘Who will be the most powerful in 50 
years, the U.S. or the U.S.S.R.?” In 
1953, the answers ran three-to-one in 
favor of the Americans. In 1973, the 
odds had shifted: the Soviets had it by 
more than a two-to-one margin. 
Curiously, this has not resulted in a 
defeatist mood in the West German 
majority. In 1971, when hopes for the 
Ostpolitik lessening of tensions with the 
East were in the ascendant, half of the 
West Germans, in answer to a polling 
question, said they were for subor­ 
dinating NATO to neutralization. Only 
a third of the poll respondents were for 
sticking to NATO. But in 1974, the 
country has reversed itself, going back 
to the division of the early ’60s, when 55 
per cent favored NATO and 33 per cent 
were 
for 
neutralization 
— 
or 


“ Finlandization,” as it 
should 
be 
called. 
A 
back-to-the-wall 
psychology is 
better than a defeatist psychology, but 
General Johannes Steinhoff of Bonn, 
who has been a German representative 
at NATO, made a most depressing 
assessment of the future of the NATO 
alliance. “ The defense of the Northern 
flank;’’he said, “ is very problematic.'’ 
Norway has a small population ! (3.9 
million) spread over 2,000 kilometers; 
Denmark, more densely populated, 
spends little on the military and much 
on welfare.

Having briefly discussed planning 
areas, 
service 
areas, 
recom­ 
mendations of the governor’s Local 
Government Services Commission 
which would eliminate local officials as 
elective officials, and the general 
concept of regional government, let us 
devote the next two letters to our 
reappraisal and how our tax base 
stands to be affected. 
We’re all 
well 
aware 
that 
the 
sexennial reappraisal of agricultural 
land, industrial, commercial and 
residential real property is now under 
way — to be completed in 1976. This will 
result in an increase in our taxes, just 
how much we’ll not know until January 
1977 when we get our tax notices based 
on the 1976 duplicate. 
This time we’ll be assessed on the 
basis of 35 per cent of “ current market 
value” instead of being based on 
“appraised value” as in the past. What 
effect do you suppose land selling 
anywhere from $1,000 to $1,500 per acre 
will have on the current market value 
of your farm? 
Remember this also, counties having 
reappraisals under the new 35 per cent 
requirement must update valuations 
each year so that the 35 per cent level is 
maintained. Heretofore we have had 
reappraisals only every six years. 
So, if real property values continue to 
rise, your duplicate will also rise 
because, by law, the 35 per cent level 
must be maintained. 
There are now provisions in the law 
which make it mandatory for the local 
taxing officials to scale down any voted 
millage in the same ratio as the in­ 
crease in evaluation. This provision 
does not apply to mandated or unvoted 
millage. So, your taxes will rise. The 
only question is now much? 
The answer is we don’t know yet, but 
here is the experience of a few counties 
who completed their sexennial reap­ 
praisal in 1972 and an annual update of 
valuations in 1973. The first figure is the 
increase as the result of the sexennial 
reappraisal of agricultural land in 1972 
and the second is the increase as the 
result of the updating of valuations in 
1973, both figures are percentage in­ 
crease : 
Athens 107.6, 10.4; Summit 81.8, 10.8; 
Ashland 68.8, 14.3; Knox 53.4 (not 
available); Clermont 45.2, 31.7; Noble 
39.5,14.1; Ashtabula 39.3,10.9; Madison 
34.0, 13.0. These eight counties have 
experienced the same thing Fayette 
County is now experiencing. 
It seems that it would be prudent to 
exercise vigilance and serious thought 
in the matter of taxes. 
Next time I will give you some 
discussion regarding efforts to strip us, 
the bearers of the tax burden, of the 
protective clauses in the law

Speed limit enforcement

Many of the nation’s governors and 
mayors say there’s little they can do 
about President Ford’s request to 
enforce the nationwide 55 m.p.h. speed 
limit except praise it as a good idea. 
The governors and mayors, many of 
whom got telegrams a week ago from 
Ford asking for stricter speed limit 
enforcement, say their states are al­ 
ready doing everything possible given 
the manpower available. 
Many officials, including state and 
local police, say the basic problems are 
that the public is not convinced that 
energy conservation will help cut in­ 
flation and there are too many speeders 
for the police to handle, a nationwide 
Associated Press survey shows. 
The survey also showed that: 
—With minor exceptions, the nation’s 
governors and mayors plan no special 
actions on speed limit enforcement be­ 
cause of Ford’s telegram. 
—Many states have upped manpower 
to monitor speeding violations since 
last winter and speeding tickets are up 
considerably in many states. Nearly all 
officials say there is no way to further 
increase patrols, despite Ford’s 
request. 
—Some states treat drivers speeding 
over the national limit but under the old 
state limit less severely than those ex­ 
ceeding the old limits. 
—Many states do not stop drivers 
traveling above 55 m.p.h. until they 
approach a set speed — say, 62 m.p.h. 
—In scattered areas, judges are 
dismissing charges 
against 
people 


caught speeding over 55 m.p.h but 
under old limits; police in some areas 
give warnings instead of tickets to such 
speeders. 
“ South Dakota enforces its speed 
laws, and will continue to do so,” said 
Gov. Richard Kniep, who plans no 
changes in state procedures on 
speeding. “ The basic problem with en­ 
forcement is that once a sizeable 
percentage of the population begins to 
ignore the speed limit, or any law, it is 
hard to control. 
“ As a practical matter, if everyone 
on the highway is traveling 60 miles per 
hour, a patrolmen can hardly stop them 
all and can hardly be expected to 
selectively choose which ones to pick.” 
“ My total reaction to Mr. Ford’s 
proposal is that he’s trying to organize 
a high school cheerleading team,” said 
St. Paul, Minn., Mayor Lawrence 
Cohen. He called Ford’s suggestions 
“ buck-passing.” 
Rhode Island Gov. Philip W. Noel 
was one of the few officials who said he 
planned to increase the number of 
troopers on the road. He also said he

perintendent to meet with local police 
to advise them of Ford’s telegram.

TV Viewing

NEW YORK (AP) - Back in 1947, TV 
cameras were allowed in the House 
chamber to cover the 80th Congress’ 
opening session. Neither House has 
allowed live, from-the-chamber cov­ 
erage of its regular sessions since then. 
But this may be changing soon. 
The Joint Committee on Con­ 
gressional Operations this month 
issued a report recommending that live 
radio-TV coverage of regular sessions 
of both House and Senate be allowed on 
a one-year trial basis in 1975. 
It notes that while presidents have 
become increasingly sophisticated in 
the use of radio and TV, Congress “has 
followed an approach to commu­ 
nications that is essentially passive and 
in some instances restrictive.” 
And it contends that “Congress must 
now actively seek ways to reach and 
inform more people through the mass 
media.” It suggests that Congress 
should try to correct the imbalance of 
influence created by the ready access 
of presidents to national radio and tele­ 
vision. 
To get the ball rolling, the report 
recommends that the broadcast test 
start as soon as possible after the 
opening of the 94th Congress next year. 
It recommends that TV coverage be 
kept closed-circuit for 60 days and 
radio coverage for 30 days to iron out 
whatever technical problems arise. 
After that, it says, video and audio 
feeds of the floor sessions of both 
Houses can be made available free to 
commercial and public broadcasters, 
for use live or on videotape in news or 
public affairs programs. 
It suggests that the committees 
supervising the test subsequently 
recommend to the Congress whether 
the system should be made permanent 
prior to the start of the nation’s 
bicentennial. 
It doesn’t say who might run the 
radio operation, although a committee 
spokesman says it probably would be 
the National Public Radio system. 
The report, which has yet to be acted 
on by congressional leaders, suggests 
they consider “inviting” the Public 
Broadcasting Service to submit pro­ 


posals for setting up and operating the 
TV system, at least during the test. 
No invitation has come yet, ac­ 
cording to Hartford Gunn Jr., head of 
PBS. He said the question of what his 
organization will do when and if it gets 
the invitation will be discussed by PBS’ 
executive committee when it meets 
Thursday and Friday in Muncie, Ind. 
He said PBS, while honored by being 
considered for the invitation, hasn’t 
taken any position yet on whether it’d 
like to run Congress’ TV eye. 
There’s a big question, he said, of 
who’d foot the bill and “I’m sure it 
can’t be funded out of existing public 
television resources, because we’ve 
already got them stretched pretty thin. 
“So my guess is that the money 
would either have to come from 
Congress itself or from outside foun­ 
dations and contributions.”

Fayette County Airport has resulted in 
Chrysler earnings decline 


D ETRO IT (A P) — Chrysler Corp. 
has reported a thirdquarter profit of 
$11.2 million in U.S. and Canadian 
operations and increased sales revenue 
worldwide. But the firm wound up 
losing $8 million for the quarter 
because of overseas losses. 


The North American profits were 
offset by losses totaling $19.2 million 
overseas, Chrysler said. 


The figures announced Tuesday show 
Chrysler still in the black for the year 
so far. The nine-month earnings are 
$21.4 million, an 88 per cent decline 
from $181 nyllion a year ago, and a per- 
share drop from $3.42 to 38 cents. 


It was only the second quarter in 3% 
years that the nation’s third largest 


auto maker reported a loss. General 
Motors and Ford Motor Co. plan to re­ 
port their third-quarter results next 
week. 
The loss came despite record 
revenues for the period. Sales totaled 
$2.8 billion, up from $2.3 billion for the 
third quarter of 1973. 


Trading of the firm’s stock was 
temporarily halted on the New York 
Stock Exchange Tuesday. It closed at 
10%, a low for the year. 


Chrysler Chairman Lynn Townsend 
said the firm has been unable to 
recover $249 in material and labor costs 
added for each car since January 1972 
despite price increases averaging 
about $1,000 since 1974 models came out 
a little more than a year ago. 


a law suit filed in Ross County Common 
Pleas Court. 
Bill and Judy Dennis, of Washington 
C.H., have filed a $79,000 damage suit 
against Thomas LeCrone, the present 
operator of the Ross County Airport. 
The Fayette county couple at one 
time were the franchised operators of 
both the Fayette County and Ross 
County airports. Deciding to venture 
into other business enterprises, the 
couple negotiated with other parties 
who indicated they wished to purchase 
the flying schools and privately-owned 
equipment at each airport. 
In Washington C.H., John and Sandy 
Woodmansee obtained the school and 
took over the lease as managers of the 
airport facility. 
In Ross County a similar agreement 
was allegedly confirmed by the 
prospective buyer, Thomas LeCrone. 
The Dennis’ claim that they and 
LeCrone jointly announced their 
proposed arrangement with the Ross 
County Board of Commissioners, who 
sanctioned the charge. 


With this understanding, Mr. and 
Mrs. Dennis did not present the com­ 
missioners with a bid to lease the 
airport and operate it for the county. 
After the franchise was awarded to 
LeCrone, the only bidder, he refused 
the terms to which he had allegedly 
agreed. 


Mr. and Mrs. Dennis have asked in 
the suit that they be awarded $79,000 
damages as compensation for the loss 
of business since they are unable to 
operate the flying school as long as 
LeCrone is the airport manager. 


Alternatively, they have asked the 
court to nullify the awarding of the 
franchise so that they may enter a 
competitive bid and be considered as 
candidates to be retained as operators 
of the airport facility.

City police during September made

Of the 696 incidents the most common 
were accidents, 79, aided persons and 
disturbances, 55 each; suspicious 
persons and cars, 50; miscellaneous 
calls and larcenies, 48 each. 
During the month the department 
arrested 13 persons for disorderly 
conduct, ll for petty theft, six for 
assault, five for intoxication and two 
apiece in the categories of check fraud, 
breaking and entering and

possession of drugs. 
The 51 criminal arrests for Sep­ 
tember 1974, is a decrease from the 67 
arrests for the same period in 1973. 
Speeding topped the list of traffic 
offenses during the month with 16 
arrested offenders. Driving under the 
influence and failure to obey traffic 
devices resulted in six arrested of­ 
fenders each, failure to yield right of 
way and driving while under the in­ 


fluence of alcohol or other drugs of 
abuse, five each; reckless operation, 
seven; and two persons were arrested 
in each of the following categories, 
driving under license suspension, 
excessive noise, improper passing, 
im proper registration, insufficient 
brakes or lights, driving left of center, 
parking violation and unsafe bumper 
height.

Urging party members to get out and 
vote to “send a m essage” to Congress 
in support of his anti-inflation program, 
Ford said for party members to fail to 
vote would be “akin to setting fire to 
your house to keep warm.” 
He plugged Republican Mayor Ralph 
J. Perk, who is running for the U.S. 
Senate, calling him a “great team 
player who deserves to be elected the 
next U.S. senator from Ohio.” 
Perk was among party dignitaries on 
hand to w elcom e the President. 
Missing from the group was former 


Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes, the party’s 
nominee for governor. 
Rhodes, who has opposed Ford’s 5 
per cent surtax proposal, was attending 
a fundraising affair at Batavia. 
Ford disappointed Ohio football fans 
by saying that because of a conflict 
with his upcoming trip to the Far East, 
he won’t be able to attend the Michigan- 
Ohio State game at Columbus Nov. 23. 
In another reference to football, he 
urged Americans to “make politics a 
spectator sport. 
“If we can get 85,000 people out on 
Saturday to watch Ohio State win, why 
can’t we get five million Buckeyes to 
come out on Nov. 5 to help America 
win?” he asked. 
About 300 persons paid $500 a plate to 
attend the dinner at the Sheraton- 
Cleveland Hotel. 
Ford left immediately afterward to 
return to Washington.

starting pitchers are not expected to 
more than five or six innings. 
“Guys who pitch more are the ones 
who have come up with those freak 
pitches, such as the screwball, forkball 
and knuckleball,” related the former 
first baseman. “The guys with fast 
balls, such as Clay Carroll can not 
come out of the bullpen every day and 
reach back for that particular pitch.” 
Much 
of the second-guessing 
in 
baseball involves defensive changes. 
Many teams, such as the Reds, try to 
pull some of their strong hitters and 
insert defensive players to protect the 
lead in the later innings. 
Coleman also expressed his views on 
international expansion 
and 
the 
designated hitter in the National 
League. He could forsee neither one in 
the immediate future. 
Coleman said the dollar differences 
between the countries involved would 
be a problem. Several of the box seats 
in other countries would sell for one 
dollar or less. 
As far as the designated hitter is 
concerned, he pointed out that the 
American League was using it to draw 
attendance because clubs lagged so far 
behind the National League. With a 
player just in the lineup to hit, Coleman 
said the people are not seeing the 
complete athlete. 
Turning to the Reds, Coleman spent a 
great deal of his time talking about last 
season’s disappointing second place 
finish and what the future holds for 
Cincinnati. Some changes are already 
being planned by President Bob 
Howsam. 


“We do not really need that much,” 
Coleman noted. “The need of a third 
baseman and more pitching seem to be 
high on our list.” 
“Good pitching is always tough to 
find,” he cited. “Gary Nolan, who is 
recovering from arm 
trouble 
and 
presently pitching in the Florida 
Instructional League, remains an open 
book. Right now, he is not having any 
troubles pitching in Florida. We also 
have some fine young pitching talent in 
the system .” 
Coleman said he doubted if first 
basem an 
Tony 
Perez 
would 
be 
traded. Should the trade occur, 
catcher Johnny Bench would probably 
lead the league in intentional walks, 
since pitchers would try to pitch around 
him. With Perez in the lineup, opposing 
pitchers can not afford to pitch around 
Bench. 
“Last season, we left a lot of runners 
on base,” added Coleman. “It seem s as 
though we left most of our runners on 
base against Los Angeles.” 
“The Dodgers executed well during 
the season, but they fell flat during the 
World Series,” he said. “Their defense 
was not the best in the league and they 
got beat a couple of series’ games 
because of it. Two of the most crucial 
plays in the series were when Bill 
Buckner led off the inning with a double 
and was thrown out trying to stretch it 
into a triple; and Mike Marshall giving 
up the homer to Joe Rudi after he failed 
to take any warm-up pitches.” 
“Oakland has an outstanding pit­ 
ching staff,” he added. Jim Hunter and 
Ken Holtzman are exceptional and 
Rollie Fingers is great coming out in 
relief.” 
“Hitters make their living hitting 
the pitcher’s mistakes. When a pitcher 
is throwing strong, he usually makes 
one mistake to a batter’s every four 
trips to the plate. A good hitter will take 
advantage of that one mistake, while a 
mediocre hitter can not.”

WASHINGTON (AP) 
- Federal 
prosecutors say they’re digging into 
more white-collar crimes than ever in 
support of a Justice Department crack­ 
down on corruption in corporate 
boardrooms and public offices. 
“I think everybody has the push on 
and it’s high time,” said a Southern 
prosecutor whose comments were 
echoed by a score of other U.S. attor­ 
neys interviewed about the de­ 
partment’s recent emphasis on in­ 
vestigating fraud, embezzlement, 
political kickbacks and similar crimes. 
Several asked not to be identified by 
name. 
The prosecutors said they’re anxious 
for the drive to continue although the 
complex and time-consuming in­ 
vestigations strain their limited 
manpower. And some are upset with 
what they consider light treatment of 
white-collar criminals by judges and 
juries. 
The U.S. attorneys are pressing 
Congress and the Ford administration 
for more money to hire more lawyers 
for those investigations and other 
duties in civil and criminal cases.

they’re prodding state and local 
authorities to take over the prosecution 
of such routine cases as drug violations 
and auto thefts to free more of their 
own time for corruption probes. 
The campaign was born out of the 
kickback investigation of former Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew and the 
Watergate scandals which shook public 
confidence in government and es­ 
pecially in the Justice Department. 
As part of a bid to regain public 
support for the department, Atty. Gen. 
William B. Saxbe has promised fair 
prosecution of the rich and poor alike 
and urged harsh prison sentences for 
white-collar crooks. 
Some prosecutors said the Agnew 
and Watergate cases gave them the 
public support they needed to indict 
prominent individuals without suf­ 
fering from accusations that their in­ 
vestigations 
were 
politically 
motivated. 
“The Agnew case indicated two 
things to us — it’s possible to crack 
these cases, and the public damn well 
wants us to,” said Dean C. Smith, U.S. 
attorney in Spokane, Wash. 
The prosecutors were unanimous in 
appealing for more money to hire more 
lawyers to handle investigations of 
whitecollar crime. 


“We can’t possibly prosecdte every 
crime committed, but right now the 
emphasis is on white-collar crime,” 
said one U.S. attorney. “I’m finding an 
increasing determination to defer to 
local prosecutors on a number of cases 
so we can go into the white-collar 
cases.” 
Despite the department emphasis, 
some prosecutors are upset that judges 
continue to treat white-collar criminals 
leniently. 
“We spend $100,000 of the taxpayers’ 
money to build a case and then the guy 
gets concurrent sentences of three 
months in prison. I’m not happy with 
that,” complained one prosecutor.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P )- Military 
deserters processed under President 
Ford’s clemency offer could quit the 
public service jobs they agree to work 
and would likely face no criminal ac­ 
tion, a m ilitary spokesman said 
Tuesday. 
U.S. Marine Corps Lt. Dale Baird, 
public affairs officer for the President, 
said the only thing binding a deserter to 
the alternate service is “ his word of 
good faith.” 
Baird, information officer at the 
nation’s only processing center for war 
resisters, said such persons would not 
be subject to prosecution. 
“ We only have his word—his good 
faith pledge—that he will stay at the job 
for the time he’s suppose to serve,” 
Baird said. 
“ If we get thousands who quit their 
jobs, something will have to be done,” 
he said. 
Baird said less than one-third of the 
12,000 deserters eligible for the con­ 
ditional amnesty have indicated an 
interest in accepting the President’s 
offer. 
He said more than 50 deserters a day 
are being processed at the Joint 
Processing Center at Ft. Benjamin 
Harrison, Ind. 
“ We’ve had 3,899 calls,” he said, but 
only 1,327 have surrendered to 
authorities. 
“ I look for the big push to come in 
January. A lot of people in Canada are 
holding off” to see the treatment given 
those who accept amnesty, Baird said.

Progressive school 


conducts open house 


The Fayette County Progressive 
School conducted an open house 
Tuesday night at its new facility in the 
Sunnyside Elementary School and it 
was obvious who enjoyed it most. 
The children from the school’s pre­ 
school, primary, intermediate and 
junior classes “ did their own thing” for 
the over IOO people attending with song 
and dance. 
The students provided entertainment 
with a variety of songs they had 
learned and culminated the program 
with a little “ hokey-pokey” before 
returning to their classrooms to exhibit 
their handiwork to the public. 
Carl Whitaker, administrator at the 
school for the last three years, spoke on 
the need to approve the .65-mill levy, 
being proposed for additional operating 
costs. 


IN 1967, the state legislature 
passed the 169 Act and created boards 
of mental retardation. Fayette County 
initiated a program in our county at 
that time in the First Presbyterian 
Church with only eight children. 
“ Now the school has 45 students 
enrolled and has moved to the Sun­ 
nyside building where we think we are 
using it to our best advantage,” 
Whitaker said. 
The proposed levy increases the 
present budget of $61,000 to $63,000. 
According to Whitaker, the proposed 
levy can be justified by the increased 
expenses in moving to the larger 
building from the Washington Junior 
High School building, increased 
enrollment, staff and operating costs 
due to inflation. 
Whitaker said the new levy would be 
on a five-year projection and would 
also include an adult activities center 
with the school next fall. Under the 
planned adult program, mentally 
handicapped adults would be paid a 
certain amount of money to do a menial 
job such as running paper through a 
shredder, or as Whitaker said — “ all 
kinds of jobs industry does not want to 
fool with.” The program would find the 
adults a job they could do while 
providing them with self-satisfaction at 
the same time, he added. 
“ There are possibly 20-30 young 
adults at home in the county not doing 
anything right now,” Whitaker said, 
stating the amount was based on a 
survey conducted last year. 
Now, the fate of the progressive 
school and the adult program rests with 
voters in the upcoming November 
election. 


FOLLOWING the open house, the 
Fayette County Board of Mental 
Retardation held its monthly meeting. 
Members received a report on the 
dissemination of information con­ 
cerning the proposed .65 mill operating 
levy 
which 
will 
appear 
on 
the 
November ballot. The board is 
diligently attempting to inform voters 
of the need for the tax money. 
The board authorized Carl Whitaker, 
school administrator, to investigate the 
cost of two nursery tables and 12 chairs 
for the pre-school class. He was asked 
to check prices on a portable dish­ 
washer for the kitchen. 
The board discussed the Miami 
Trace tax issues which will also appear 
on the ballot. It voted its support of both 
the bond issue and the additional 
operating levy.

Aging to become major problem 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — “Aging, 
that is growing old, is a problem in our 
society,’’ an Ohio State University 
professor of psychology said Tuesday. 
By the year 2000, one person out of six 
in the United States in the group of 
“older American” said Dr. Dorthy W. 
Jackson. 
More people are living longer, Dr. 
Jackson said. As a result, the lives of 
the aged living now are different that 
those of the past century. The aged and 
their families must be taught to cope 
with the resulting differences and 
problems, she added. 
The most significant change is in the 
m arriage relationship, Dr. Jackson 
said. Couples now spend more years 
together without children and must 
learn to re-establish a husband-wife 
relationship. 
Old folks must learn to cope with the 
physical changes of aging, the changes 


in role from parent to grandparent, the 
feeling of a loss of personal power and 
identity, the fear of loneliness following 
loss of a mate, the changing world and 
lifestyles around them, and the fear of 
senility and the fear of dying, Dr. 
Jackson said. 
Society 
can 
cope 
with 
these 
problems, Dr. Jackson said, but only 
individual personal awareness will 
change the negative attitudes and 
myths about the over-65 generation and 
the process of growing old. 
Speaking to a group of women at­ 
tending the Fourth Annual Women’s 
Day at Ohio State University’s Fawcett 
Center For Tomorrow, Dr. Jackson 
asked each of them to think about their 
attitudes towards their aged parents or 
grandparents. 
Dr. Jackson said most Americans 
picture old folks as sickly, accident- 
prone and unable to live on their own. 


She said this negative picture serves as 
a self-fulfilling prophecy in too many 
cases. 
Conversely, many Americans revere 
the “golden age myth” which says the 
“best is yet to be” late in life, Dr. 
Jackson said. 


In reality, neither picture is true, Dr. 
Jackson stressed. Americans must 
establish a realistic picture of being old 
and realize that there are more options 
available to the aged and their families 
than those defined by tradition and past 
relations.

Ohio Democrats hoping for big turnout

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - If they get 
big turnouts in traditionally strong 
Democratic areas, party strategists 
believe 1974 will be a big year for 
Democrats in Ohio. 
“Our whole thing is to identify our 
strength and deliver that strength on 
election day,” said Eugene “Pete” 
O’Grady, campaign manager for Gov. 
John J. Gilligan. 
The major Democratic strongholds 
are not difficult to identify. They are 
the highly-unionized, northern in­ 
dustrial areas — Toledo in the north­ 
west and most of the northeastern 
corner of the state. 
The Democratic strategy is simple — 
bring out the voters in droves in these 
districts and work hard to win votes in 
what they consider to be safe inde­ 
pendent areas. 
But, getting out the vote may prove a 
formidable task in a year marked by 
widespread voter disillusionment and 
apathy. Some political analysts think 
the Watergate scandal will hurt both 
parties, with large numbers of voters 
staying home Nov. 5. 
Even with a national hero as an 
overwhelming favorite in the U.S. 
Senate race and with an incumbent 
governor, Democratic insiders are 
hesitant to predict any landslide. 
Not 
so 
O’Grady, 
a 
form er 
Democratic state chairman. Sitting in 
his cluttered cam paign office in 
downtown Columbus, O’Grady said 
flatly. “I’ll predict that the Democratic 
ticket will be elected from top to bot­ 
tom.” 
That will take some doing, most 
observers figure. 
Even assuming victories for all 
Democratic incumbents, state Rep. 
Richard Celeste has a tough fight with 
incumbent Ll. Gov. John W. Brown and 
state Sen. Tony P. Hall appears to be a 
decided underdog against Secretary of 
State Ted W. Brown. 
O’Grady is encouraged by an in­ 
dependent poll. During the last week of 
September it 
showed John 
Glenn 
leading Republican Ralph Perk by an 
astronomical 50 points in the Senate 
race and Gilligan ahead of former Gov. 
James A. Rhodes by ll points. The poll 
had 16 per cent of the vote undecided in 
the gubernatorial contest. 
A Republican poll reportedly showed 
Rhodes to be only a few points behind.

Food jumps 
in price 
across Ohio 


CHICAGO 
(AP) 
— Food prices 
jumped 2 per cent in Cleveland during 
September and 1.3 per cent in Cin­ 
cinnati, the U.S. Bureau of Labor Sta­ 
tistics has reported. 
The bureau said the food price index 
hit 165.9 in Cleveland and 167.2 in 
Cincinnati. That means that $100 worth 
of food bought in 1967, the base period, 
now would cost $165.90 in Cleveland and 
$167.20 in Cincinnati. 
Increases for the year were 11.3 per 
cent in Cincinnati and 10.5 per cent in 
Cleveland. 
The bureau said dairy products were 
the only foods showing a price decline 
during the month, dropping 0.2 per cent 
in Cincinnati and 0.7 per cent in 
Cleveland. But even with the drops, the 
bureau said, dairy product prices in 
Cincinnati were 19.2 per cent above a 
year ago and were 16.6 per cent above 
the price last year in Cleveland. 
Meat, poultry and fish prices showed 
an increase from a month ago, but a 
drop from a year ago, the bureau said. 
Cleveland showed a 3.4 per cent in­ 
crease last month, but a 11.8 per cent 
drop from last year, while Cincinnati 
showed a 2.1 per cent increase during 
the month but a 8.5 per cent drop from 
prices a year ago. 
Cincinnati and Cleveland were the 
only two Ohio cities for which figures 
were available.

better in his home town of Cincinnati 
after losing Hamilton County in 1970 
and claims there is a “surprising in­ 
terest in Democrats this year in tradi­ 
tionally-Republican small counties. 
“ Within the last 
three w eeks, 
everything has com e togeth er,” 
O’Grady said in mid-October. 
Gilligan’s 53 per cent plus victory in 
1970 over former state Auditor Roger 
Cloud pinpointed the D em ocratic 
strongholds. Gilligan captured only 34 
counties to Cloud’s 54, but he piled up 


big margins in densely populated areas 
like Lucas, Cuyahoga, Summit and 
Mahoning counties, reflecting an edge 
for Democrats in registered voters in 
the state. 
Gilligan defeated Cloud in all of the 
counties in the northeastern corner and 
did well along Ohio’s eastern border in 
Columbiana and Jefferson and on 
southward to Belmont and Monroe 
counties. 
Then, there is little Pike County 
surrounded by generally GOP areas in 


south-central Ohio. Pike gave Gilligan 
a 1,163-vote margin out of fewer than 
1,700 votes cast in 1970. Party officials 
point out the county has been voting 
Democratic since Civil War days. 
Democratic strength in the state was 
badly 
shaken 
by 
Sen. 
George 
McGovern’s ill-fated 1972 presidential 
campaign. 
Only Lucas and Athens counties gave 
McGovern the edge, the latter due 
largely to the student vote at Ohio 
University. Even Youngstown, rock- 


ribbed Democratic country, went for 
former President Nixon by 1,700 votes. 
Democratic campaign officials do 
not appear worried that Gilligan will 
lose any traditionally-safe areas this 
year. The governor’s people have not 
had the problems that McGovern’s 
staff had in working with local party 
officials. 
Nor are internal problems on the 
local level expected to harm the 
statewide ticket. Although Democratic 
factionalism has contributed to two 


election victories for GOP 
Mayor 
Ralph J. Perk in Cleveland, Gilligan 
won Cuyahoga County by 67 per cent 
four years ago. 
“We expect him to repeat that 
margin of victory,” said one state 
party official. 
There is no apparent complacency in 
the Democratic camp, due in part to 
fears over a low turnout and published 
reports that Rhodes is gaining ground. 
“It all depends on the turnout,” a 
party spokesman said.

Top offensive, defensive units to clash 
Panthers seek Homecoming victory

Last week, Miami Trace sealed the 
coffin on Wilmington’s final chances in 
the South Central Ohio League race. 
This week, the Panthers have the op­ 
portunity to do the same thing to 
Greenfield when the Tigers visit for the 
P anthers’ 
annual 
Homecoming 
celebration. 
Confronting each other will be the 
league s most potent offensive unit and 
the stingiest defense. In three SCOL 
games, the Panthers have produced a 
total of IOO points on the scoreboard. All 
five of the Tigers’ victories, three of 
which have been in the league, have 
been shutouts. 
In climbing to a 5-2 season record and 
2-1 mark in league play Panther coach 
Fred Zechman is finding more ver­ 
satility in his offensive unit. In addition 
to the always dangerous presence of 
fullback Jeff Sagar and quarterback 
Tom Riley, the running of halfback Rex 


Coe and 
the receiving 
of Jay 
Mossbarger and Jeff Smithson has also 
helped open up the attack. 
Sagar and Riley have been the main 
thrusts in the P anthers’ offense 
throughout the season. Sagar has now 
collected 737 yards in 117 carries for a 
6.3 average per carry and he has also 
scored 74 points. On the ground Riley 
has picked up 409 yards in 88 carries; 
and through the air, he has connected 
on 32 of 60 passes for 412 yards. 
In the last two games, Coe has been 
proving himself a worthy replacement 
for the damaging loss of senior Tom 
Pfaff from the lineup. In the 38-13 win 
over Wilmington, Coe carried the ball 
18 times for 75 yards and scored IO 
points. 


Both Mossbarger and Smithson have 
been coming through with some key 
pass receptions, 
which have helped 
boost Riley into the league lead in 
passing. Mossbarger caught his first 


touchdown of the season last week and 
now has 18 points for the year. 
Smithson made two clutch third down 
receptions for 31 yards against the 
Hurricanes. 
“Their defense is very physical,” 
replied ‘Zechman. “This is the only 
defense we will be facing that has a 5-3 
formation. Since we do not usually 
encounter this type of defense, it gives 
us some offensive blocking ad­ 
justments. We have to take away some 
of our standard offensive plays and 
insert some new ones for this game.” 
“Our kids know the challenge is there 
and they just have to respond to 
Greenfield’s 
defense,” 
Zechman 
continued. “With five shutouts, the 
Tigers have to be rated as the best 
overall defensive unit in the league.” 


If Zechman considers Greenfield’s 
defense as tops in the league, then the 
Panthers must be rated very close to 
them. In their three league games, the 


Panthers’ have yielded an average of 
129 total yards to the opponents. 
‘‘Although W ilmington’s Jackie 
Watson gained 143 yards against us last 
week, I thought that was the best we 
have contained him in his four years,” 
Zechman pointed out. “He only had a 
couple of big gains, which can be ex­ 
pected of him.” 
Even though Greenfield has been 
diversifying its offense more in recent 
games, the center of the attack is still 
tailback Gary Barr. Barr has rambled 
for 784 yards in 192 carries this season. 
He is averaging 112 yards in nearly 28 
carries per game. 
In recent games, Henry Craig and 
John Purdin have been seeing more 
action in carrying the ball. This has 
helped take a lot of the pressure off of 
Barr. 
“With Kevin Kensinger at quar­ 
terback, the Tigers have a good play 
action in the passing game,” Zechman 
indicated. “Overall, I feel their offense

NEW YORK (AP) - W alter Alston, 
the Los Angeles Dodgers’ unflappable 
general, was nam ed The Associated 
P re ss’ National League M anager of the 
Y ear today. 
The stoic Alston, who guided the 
Dodgers to the National League pen­ 
nant this season for the seventh time in 
his 21-year big league career, won in a 
rout. 
Alston outscored Danny M urtaugh, 
m anager of the National League East 
cham pion Pittsburgh Pirates, 290 votes 
to 87. Voting by the nation’s sports 
w riters and broadcasters took place 
prior to the league’s playoffs. 
Red Schoendienst, whose St. Louis 
Cardinals battled Pittsburgh down to 
the end for the E ast title, finished third 
in the balloting with 26 votes. 
Finishing behind the top three were, 
Danny 
Ozark of 
the 
Philadelphia 
Phillies with six votes; A tlanta’s Clyde 
K ing w ith th ree and C in cin n ati’s 
Sparky Anderson with two. 
Alston took a relatively young team 


to the heights this year. It was his 
tender, loving care that m ade cham ­ 
pions out of the Dodgers. 
“ I know that the players have enough 
to think about on the field, so I try not to 
give them too m any problem s in the 
clu b h o u se ,” say s 
the easy-going 
Alston. 
Known as a superb handler of men, 
Alston’s tem pered personality gave the 
Dodgers quiet confidence throughout 
the tough National League West battle 
with the Cincinnati Reds. In modern 
terminology, Alston kept the Dodger 
ship “rocking steady.” 
Once asked his philosophy, the dean 
of m ajor league m anagers noted: “ I 
pat m ost everybody on the back and 
kick the rare ones that need to be kick­ 
ed .” 
Alston was born in Hamilton, Ohio, 62 
years ago and once worked as a high 
school basketball coach and science 
teacher. He entered the Dodger organ­

the 1954 season. 
Alston signed a one-year contract 
that season, and uniquely has kept up 
the pattern throughout his glamorous 
career.

My father it heading for a 
broken hip. He is careless, he 
hurries and pays no attention to 
safety. He is 77 years old. 
I recall a column you once 
wrote on this subject Perhaps 
rereading it would impress him 
with the need for greater 
caution. 
Mrs. G.B., Ind. 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
Dr. Carter Rowe, of the 
Harvard Medical School, wrote 
a pledge which, he insisted, 
should be signed by every 
elderly adult 
The pledge was based on the 
fact that fractured hips and 
fractured bones cause the 
elderly long and protracted 
months of pdn and inactivity. 
bi most cases, carelessness is 
the basis for the injury. As one 
grows older, bones become 
more brittle and more fragile, 
and are more easily broken by 
simple accidents and falls. 
The pledge: 
“I hereby 
promise my children and 
grandchildren to stop hurrying. 
“I will not rush to the door or 
the telephone. 
“I will pause a moment when 
I stand up. 
“I will be sure of my footing. 
“I will think before I act.” 


Add to this pledge the good 
sense of using a skidless cane, 
especially in bad weather. 
Then attach this pledge to a 
mirror or a wall so that it can be 
read often. 
Most fractures of the hip 
occur within the questionable 
safety of the home. You can 
help your father by being sure 
that there is excellent lighting 
in the home. A night light in the 
bathroom will avoid many 
fractured hips. 
Scatter rugs are a source of 
potential danger unless they are 
anchored to the floor. 
Highly waxed kitchen and 
bathroom floors are attractive 
but hazardous. 
Stairwells are dangerous. An 
added rail along the wall is an 
excellent investment in safety. 
The toys of grandchildren, 
haphazardly scattered about 
the room, are a threat to the 
safety of visiting grandparents. 
Anticipation is the key to the 
prevention of accidents.
